April, May and June are the best months to visit the 
gardens as most varieties are in bloom during that time. 


Phyllocactus fills a definite need in all plant collections. 
Many make wonderful hanging baskets, others can be trained 
in an espalier effect, while still others are best as simple 
pot plants. All of them prefer partial shade, moisture and an 
even temperature. 


This year we are listing a number of new varieties and 
also foreign imports and for the future will have a great 
many more to offer as they prove their merit. 


Detailed descriptions are given on many and numerous 
others will be found in their proper color groups. 


Some of these will be definitely outstanding. 


Any other varieties that you may be interested in we 
will be glad to advise you about, and where possible, either 
secure them for you or put you in touch with their originators 
when known.

Cuttings offered are of matured growth from six to 
fifteen inches long and are unrooted. Small plants are well 
rooted cuttings showing growth. We will never substitute 
without consent of the customer and whenever possible would 
suggest that you make a second selection in your order. It 
will pay you to make use of the books in your public library 
on cactus and succulents. They contain valuable descriptions 
and instruction on plant care. 


Each plant carries its own identification number. We 
find many misnamed varieties offered to the public, but this 


condition is gradually being overcome and names are becoming 
standardized as rapidly as possible. 


A study of the following pages will be of great help to 
you in classifying these plants in your own mind as you see 
them in bloom in various parts of the country. 
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FLOWERS SHAPES 


There are several distinct forms or types of these flowers 
and | am endeavoring to simplify their classification by set- 
ting up six general classes or types as follows: 


TYPE A 


Very wide opening, broad petaled varieties. Sepals and 
petals seldom number more than 25. Flowers usually very 
large and more or less loosely formed. 


Examples: Adonis, Amber Queen, Conway Giant, General 
Garibaldi, Gloria, Hermossimus, Jenkinsonii, Mauvette, 
Orion, Sun Goddess. 


TYPE B 


Petals and sepals 25 to 35 more or less, overlapping 
and all extending forward causing a full effect. Wide opening 
but not flat, nor yet cupped. 


Examples: Bohemienne, Cleopatra, Dante, Etoile de Contich, 
Lilacinus, La France, Majesty, Peacockii. 


TYPE C 


Sepals distinct from petals, radiate outward or backward, 
petals overlapping forming bell or trumpet giving a cup and 
saucer effect. 


Examples: Agatha, Antwerpia Cooperi, Deliciosa, Deutsche 
Kaiserine, Euphrosine, Magnolia, Marie Van Hoorde, 
Martha Knebel, Padre, Red Kaiserine, Roseus Superbus. 


TYPE D 


Same as Type C but whole flower more loosely put to- 
gether giving a less symetrical look or lacey effect. Petals 
often incurving or ball shaped. 


Examples: Paul de Longre (Yellow Stripe), Jules Schlumberger, 
Montezuma, Monte Rosa, Sacuntala, Symphony, Erebus. 


TYPE E 


Very symmetical, wheel-shaped. Petals narrow to medium, 
seldom very wide. 


Examples: Charm, Loebneri, Poinsettia, Strictum, Sunburst, 
- Triump de Entwerd, Flor del Sol. 


TYPE F 


Unique or hard to determine varieties. For temporary 
use only. 


No Examples. 


Type examples are standardized varieties or as we know 
them in our gardens. 
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COLOR GROUPINGS 


The wide range of color, and combination of colors, 
make grouping these flowers, as to color, a very difficult 
matter. The following seven groups will at least serve as a 
guide in dividing them. Some flowers have more than one 
outstanding color. Nearly all of them contain a small amount 
of contrasting color or shading of self-color and therefore may 
be listed under two groups. Distinction between light and 
dark shades is a matter of personal understanding. Even the 
flowers themselves are of deeper tones at certain stages. 


Many varieties are known locally under several names, 
sO we are inserting these to help you locate the name you 
are seeking. 


Space is being left after each name in the following 
groups so that the TYPE letter may be inserted as rapidly 
as determined.

Color pale lavender-pink with distinctly star-shaped eye 
of darker and lighter markings of pink. Inner petals 
trumpet-shaped, turning in at tips like a cup; outer 
petals recurling over short tube. Large flower, all petals 
wide, coursely veined and some times sort of splotched 
with white. Cuttings, 75c. 


CARDINAL —Gr. 5. Bright metallic cardinal-red entire, no 
other shading, medium large. All petals face slightly 
forward and tube of flower is always bent in such a 
manner that the flower faces downward as if looking 
down on the world. Cuttings, 75c. 


CUP OF GOLD—Gr. 4. Bright orange-gold center stripe, bor- 
dered with purple. Outside of flower rose. Wide, cup 
opening, or open-trumpet. Fragile texture. Cuttings, 75c.

DARK-EYED SUSAN—Gr. 6. A novel combination of gold 
and red in one flower, bright metallic golden scarlet 
with deeper rose-red eye. Very full-petalled and wide 


opening. Petals wide and slightly ruffed edges. Cutting,

EREBELLA—Gr. 5. Hybrid of Erebus & Bella. Identilacl with 
Bella except this is red instead of pink. Med. dark clear 
color with lighter veining down center of petals same as 
in Bella and with same blunt petals and bellshape. 
Cuttings, 75c. 


ESKIMO —Gr. 1. Dark, greenish cream-color entire. Large 
heavy, good-opening. Cuttings, 75c. 


FAN-DANGO—Type D, Gr. 4. Outermost petals narrow, red- 
dish-orange, reflexed back against the tube. Inner petals 
dark glistening orange with base widely banded with 
purple. Cuttings, $1.00. 


FIREFLY—Gr. 6. Vivid red background indistinctly overcast 
and bordered with very narrow marginal stripe of dark, 
pure purple. Extremely narrow, long petals; opens wide- 
ly flaring-trumpet, 8 inch. Fine, silken texture, fiery, 
lustrous. Cuttings, 75c. 


ICICLE—Type C, Gr. 1. Inner petals trumpet shaped, white; 
outer petals flaring, narrow, greenish. Sepals green, and 
long bright green scales cover the neck or tube of 
flowers. Cuttings, 75c. 


LILA—Type A, Gr. 3. Extremely wide blunt petals. Very 
even shade of lilac. Sepals are also extraordinarily wide. 
Cuttings, 75c. 


LOYOLA—Gr. 6. Dark orange-red to carmine-red with mar- 
ginal stripe of darkest purple color. Cuttings, $1.00. 


MADAME QUEEN—Gr. 4. Deep burnt-orange color entire, 
darker, brownish edge of center petals. Large trumpet. 
Cuttings. -/ 5c. 


MERRY WIDOW—Type B, Gr. 3-7. Flesh-tan outer petals. 
Rosy-tan background of inner petals, overlaid with bril- 
liant cerise lilac. 6Y%2 to-7 in. Full, symetrical flower 


with row of stamens following top of the flower. Cuttings,

MOUNT RAINER—Type C, Gr. 1. White seedling of excep- 
tional merit from a cross with Hermosissimus. Cuttings, 
CoG: 


PARADISE—Gr. 7. This is among the first to be released of 
a new group of distinct coloration in Phyllos. It belongs 
neither to the reds nor to the pinks, but is of pure light 
lavender-orchid tones. The tints are all pastel and deli- 
cate, containing none of the fiery magentas so prevalent 
in most red Phyllos. Paradise has lavender-orchid inner 
petals with faintly darker center-stripe, wide-opening. 
Outermost petals old-rose, recurved. Cuttings, $2.00. 


PERSEPHONE—Gr. 6. (Wife of Pluto, or Queen of Infernal 
Regions). Deep crimson-red; inner petals bordered with 
deep purple and shaded entire with rose. Center opens 
long but widely flaring-tubular; outer petals porrect and 
recurling. Cuttings, 75c. 
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PLUTO—tType B, Gr. 6. (Husband of Persephone). Deep, 
dark blood-red outer petals; inner petals overlaid with 
purple, blending to definite all-purple center. Very num- 
erous petals, full-opening, (not flat); stiff texture. 
Cuttings, foc. 


REPERTOIRE — Type C, Gr. 6 and 7. Dark rose tan sepals. 
Inner petals shaded purple to lighter tips; orange center 
stripe. Cuttings, 75c. 


ROULETTE—tType E., Gr. 6. Flat and wheel-shaped flowers, 
narrow petals of dark blood-red with dark purple border 
clear to tips. Free flowering. Cuttings, $1.50. 


STAR OF BETHLEHEM—Gr. 1. Center petals pure white, 
flaring, tubular. Outer petals creamy, somewhat re- 
curved. Anthers clustered in a mass clear down in 
throat of flowers. Cuttings, 75c. 


STAR-DUST—Type E, Gr. 1. Very narrow-petalled clear white 
inside, yellowish outside; wide-opening, heavy-flowering. 
This is the. introducer’s own description, and, although 
another catalogue seems to be confused regarding the 
color of ‘’Star-Dust’’—this is the one originally intro- 
duced and widely exhibited as such. Cuttings, 75c. 


STAR—Phosphor, (Morning), Gr. 1. Pure white inner petals, 
golden-yellow outer. Wide-opening, 7-inch. Somewhat 
crinkled petals; holds up well. Cuttings, $1.50. 


STAR, VESPER (Evening) —Gr. 1. Outer petals rich deep 
metallic yellow, nearly gold color; innermost cream color 
with yellow veinings. Large, fairly wide-opening. While 
this flower is not all yellow, it is so predominating and 
of such a deep color that it gives a superficial impression 
of such, and one year was considered the most nearly 
yellow of any in the collection of its producer, at that 
time. Cuttings, $2.00. 


VELA (VEIL) —Gr. 1. Silvery white, pointed inside petals, 
opening medium full; outer petals porrect, yellowish, 7 
to 8 inches. Cuttings, 75c. 


VOLCANO—tType D, Gr. 7. Large, dark rose-toned orange 
undertone, shaded with fiery purple down to full purple 
throat and edges. Center wide-opening; outer petals 
numerous, narrow, longer than inner, unevenly reflexed 
—effecting a Vesuvius-fountain fireworks display. Fre- 
quently blooms as late as July. Cuttings, $1.00. 


WHITE SWAN—Gr. 1. Good-opening, gracefully formed white 
with creamy outer petals, medium-large. Strong, healthy 
plant growth, easy-flowering. Cuttings, 75c.

Delicate rose with lilac sheen, 
slight edge of lilac in the throat. Petals well rounded. 
Flower very large and beautiful. Cuttings, 50c. Small

AGATHE—Type C, Group 2. (Peach Blow). Large rose-pink 
flower. Salmon to cherry red in the throat. Very robust 
grower. Cuttings, 35c, Small Plants, 50c up. 


AMBER QUEEN—tType A, Gr. 4. Brilliant flame or amber 
color. Large, broad, round petals slightly ruffled on 
edges. A wide open lovely flower. Cuttings, 35c, Small 
Plants, 50c up. 


ANNA RETTIG — Gr. 1. Imported. Described by foreign 
growers as yellow and also as rich cream. Description 
not verified. Cuttings, $1.00. 


ANTWERPIA—Type C, Gr. 2. Large salmon pink. Petals 
broad crimpy, slightly bell shaped. Outer petals tannish 
pink. Cuttings, 50c. 


ARGUS—Type B, Gr. 2. Salmon pink with a distinct cherry 
eye. Many medium sized semi-pointed petals. Very 
sturdy grower. This variety is sold also as Adele Murietta 
and The Lord. Cuttings, 35c, Small Plants, 50c up. 


AURORE BOREALE—*Gr. 4. Magnificent orange with violet. 
Cuttings only from imported plants, 75c. 


BAHIA—Gr. 5. Imported. Cuttings, 75c. 


BELGICA — Type C, Gr. 1. A well known popular white. 
Growth mostly three angled. Flower fragrant. Trumpet 
shaped. Cuttings, 35c. 


BELGIAN PFAU—tType A, Gr. 6. Orange red outer petals 
deep violet shading to lavender edge in the center. Cut- 
tings, 50c. 


BETTY LOU — (Steele), Type A, Gr. 4. Medium size bright 
orange. Few well rounded petals. Sometimes the flowers 


are nearer pink than orange. Wide opening. Cuttings, 
50c. 


BLAU FLAMME*—Gr. 6. Imported. Striking blue and red 
combinations, extremely large. Description not verified. 
Cuttings, 75c. 


BOHEMIENNE—Type B, Gr. 2. One of the loveliest three- 

toned salmon-pinks. Outer petals very deep salmon, 

shading to almost white pointed inner petals. Cuttings, 
50c, Small Plants, 75c up. 


BUFF — (Steele), Gr. 4. Light orange outer petals; inner 
petals with yellowish-orange center stripe, shaded to 
pale rose-pink border. Cuttings, 35c. 


CARMEN*—Gr. 5. Imported. Cuttings, 75c. 


CLEOPATRA—Type B, Gr. 3 and 7. Dusky old Rose. Pointed 
petals. Strikingly different color than most other phyllos.

CONWAY GIANT—Type |, Gr. 3. Giant wide open scarlet 
red with a hint of purple, well rounded petals. This is 
similar to Hermosus though a larger and more brilliant 
flower.

COOPERI—tType C, Gr. 1. One of the sweetest scented large 
white Phyllos. Large intense yellow bud, opening to 
white center. Flowers form at the base of the plant.

CURT BACKEBERG* — Gr. 4. Beautiful yellowish-orange 
flowers. Inner petals edged in lavender. Cuttings, $1.00. 


CRENATUM—Gr. 1. Flower white, tall slender grower, Cut-

C. S. 33—Type A, Gr. 3. Well known favorite. The true 
name has not been determined. It is possible that it is 
the old rose colored variety in KAKTEEN as Mexicanus. 
Wide open. Petals old rose or salmon coral with a deeper 
eye. Pistle vivid rose cerise. A very striking combina- 
tion. Cuttings, 35c, Small Plants, 50c up. 


DANTE—Type B, Gr. 6. Known also as German No. 5. This 
has become very popular because of its lovely bronze 
bud, opening red with a pinkish—cerise center. Many 
pointed petals. Very vigorous growth. Cuttings, 35c, 
Small Plants, 50c. 


DEBONAIR*—(Amsbury), Type C, Gr. 5. Fine hanging basket 
plant, one from a group of seedlings. The result of an 
experimental crossing by Mr. Amsbury. Cuttings, 50c. 


DEUTSCHE KAISERINE—Type C, Gr. 2. Known under many 
names such as German Empress, etc. Profuse bloomer. 
Small pink cup and saucer flower, lasting over a long 
period. Excellent for hanging baskets and corsage work. 
Cuttings, 35c, Small Plants, 35c. 


DR. A. D. (HOUGHTON)—Type A, Gr. 6. This is often mis- 
labeled. Our plant was from the Dr. himself and on 
flowering was identical with the imported Kermacinus 
Magnus. Cuttings, 50c, Small Plants, 75c. 


DR. WERDERMANN—Gr. 7. Imported. Carmine rose with 
orange middle stripe. Remarkable large flowers. Cuttings 
only from imported plants. Description not verified.

Large yellow buds opening to creamy white. Vigorous 
grower.
